HoK. JosiAH W. Bbgole, Governor of Michigan : 

Sir, — I have the honor to submit herewith the Fifteenth Annual Beport 
relating to the Registration and Return of Births, Marriages, and Deaths in 
Michigan during the year ending December 31, 1881. 

With the accompanying tables and exhibits appear such introductory 
remarks and computations as seem suitable to assist the reader in the study 
•of them, and as aids in reaching correct conclusions. 

The subjects presented for consideration in the present volume are as usual 
those concerning the deepest social interests of our people, namely, that of 
the natural increase of our population, the social element of marriage, and 
the subject of mortality* An effort has been made to collect and classify, in 
the most perfect manner, all the evidence obtainable relating to these sub- 
jects. This is done in order to facilitate their study, and the examination of 
the forces tfnd combination of forces and their laws, both physical and social, 
that are continually influencing the particulars of which they treat. It is to 
the work of unfolding these laws and of illustrating these principles that the 
returns of births, marriages, and deaths of a people are of great assistance. 
Without these aids, problems concerning the growth and decay of the race 
would lack essential conditions for their solution. Every year adds to the 
general fund of information in regard to these most important subjects. 

In dealing with the abstract numbers of births, marriage, and deaths it is 
highly important to take into consideration the population in which those 
•events occurred. It is necessary to know something concerning the living 
people in any State in order to arrive at correct comparisons of the vital sta- 
tistics of that State. This is done as far as circumstances would permit in 
the present work. 

The natural increase of population in Michigan, or excess of births over 
deaths, during thoyear 1&81, was 15,511. The number of marriages solem- 
nized in Michigan in 1881 was 14,847, an increase of about 700 over that 
returned for the preceding year. About GO per cent, of the marriages were 
'whero both parties were born in the United States, and where both parties 
were foreign-born it was about 18 per cent. A considerable proportion of the 
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marriages were among parties where one was native-bora and the other 
foreign-born. 

There were 19,238 deaths returned to this Department for the year 1881. 
Of the fifteen principal causes of deaths, shown on page 247, diphtheria 
stands first in order, 2,063 deaths being returned from this disease alone, a 
larger number than ever before reported in Michigan. The same number of 
deaths from diphtheria occurred among both males and females. 

On page 160 it will be seen that there is a decided reduction in the mortal- 
ity-rate in each of the five general classes as compared with the average for 
ten years ending with 1880, with the single exception of the zymotic class, 
which shows an increase of eight per cent. The most important decline, as 
compared with the average for the ten years, is in the constitutional class, the 
ratio in 1881 being 14.21, while for the average of ten years it is 17.22 per 
cent, of the deaths from all causes. A diminution in almost the same degree 
marked the number and per cent, of mortality from diseases called local. 
Deaths by violence were nearly the same, in number and in proportion, in 1881 
as in the average. The various diseases which compose each class may bo 
seen in table XVI., page 164. 

This volume of vital statistics adds one more to the list already published in 
this State, and is presented to the people of Michigan with the sincere wish 
that it may prove of interest and value.

BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS, 



IN MICHIGAN,

The accompanying tables and exhibits constitute the Vital Statistics of 
Michigan for the year 1881, and the Fifteenth Annual Beport of the Secretary 
of State on this subject. 

It appears from the first exhibit, where a concise statement is made of the 
registration for the year 1S81, that there were returned to the State Depart- 
ment 34,749 births, 14,847 marriages and 19,238 deaths. An opportunity 
is also afforded for comparison with the previous years in each of these divis- 
ions of births, marriages, and deaths. It is seen that the births are 574 less 
than the number returned for the year 1880, 627 more than the number 
returned for the year 1879, etc. The average number of births for the ten 
years 1872-1881 is 33;270. 

The total number of marriages returned in 1881 was 14,847, which is 187 
more than is returned for the year 1880, and is the largest number ever 
reported for a single year. The average annual number of marriages for the 
ten years 1872-1881 is 12,G71, which is 2,176 less than the number returned 
for the year 1881. 

The number of deaths returned for the year 1881 is 19,238, which is greatly 
in excess of that for any previous year. As compared with those recorded in 
1880, this number shows an increase of 3,136, and it is 6,176 more than the 
average annual number for the previous ten years (1871-1880). The cause of 
this large increase in the number of deaths is greatly the result of the fatal 
epidemics of diphtheria, scarlet fever, and other diseases. From diphtheria 
alone there were returned 2,063 deaths, which is 5:;^1 more than the number 
recorded for 1880. 

We see, then, that the number of births returned for 1881 is some less than 
those recorded for 1880, while the marriages and deaths show a marked 
increase. The natural increase of population, or excess of births over deaths, 
is 15,511, or 3,710 less than in 1880. When the births and deaths are cor- 
rected for omissions in the enumeration the excess of births over deaths is 
22,413, which is undoubtedly nearer the true number than the other, as the 
average annual excess of births over deaths, as returned for the previous ten 
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years, 1871-1880, is 19,332, which shows that the year 1881 is far below bd 
average one as regards the natural increase of population.

In the following exhibit are presented many important relations between the 
births, marriages, and deaths to the population of the SState. Any study of 
the abstract numbers of births, marriages, and deaths, would be very unsatis- 
factory, which did not include some statistics of the population where those 
events took place. The census returns of 1880 are used in making the calcu- 
lations for the year 1831, and the increase in the population must be taken 
into consideration when the observations are compared with those of the pre- 
vious year. In making this allowance it should be borne in mind that the 
computations are made on the same basis of. population. The average annual 
rate of increase in the population between the years 1870 and 1880 was 3.291 
per cent. This is undoubtedly a near approach to the rate for the present 
year, and this being true, the estimated population of Michigan for the year 
1881 is 1,690,809^ an increase of 53,872 over the actual population in 1880.

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Table I. shows the naaibor of births, marriages, and deaths in Michigan for 
certain specified periods of time during the year 1881. It is seen that the 
daily average of births is 95.20; the daily average of marriages is 40.08; and 
the daily average of mortality is 52.71, whilo the daily natural increase of 
population, or excess of births over deaths, is 42.49. 

It is also seen from exhibit B that one child was born to every 46.90 per- 
sons, that one marriage was solemnized to every 110.25 persons, and that one 
death occurred to every 84.31 persons. 

The birth-rate then is 21.28 to every 1,000 of population, the marriage-rate 
9.09, and the death-rate 11.90 to every 1,000 of population. The above figures 
would be modified somewhat if the estimated inhabitants for 1881 were used 
instead of the actual population of the State in 1880.

Exhibit 1 gives, by months, the number of births, deaths and excess of 
births over deaths for each of the years 1876-1881. As will be seen, the aver- 
age excess for the nine years is much larger than the excess for the year 1881. 
In the average for nine years the largest excess appears for the month of De- 
cember, while in the year lb81 the largest excess is in the month of March.

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Many interesting and important influences vhicb the births, marriages, and 
deaths sustain to each other may be seen in Exhibit 3. It will be seen that 
the larger number of births in the months of July, Augnst, and September of 
the year 18SI appear to have been coincident with the Inr^fe number of mar- 
riages vhich were solemnized ia the months of October, November, and De- 
cember of the year lt>tiO. 

In Exhibit !^ the plus and minns signs indicate, respectively, that in the- 
months whore they occur the number under the 8i);n is greater or less, as the 
case may be, than the number for the "Average Month." 

Before the births are corrected for omissions, the first six months have less, 
and the last six months have mora, than the average monthly nainber. 

Using the number of births returned and equalized by months as the data, 
proposition may be made as follows: 

(I.) More than an average number of conceptions occurred in months in 
which more than an average number of marriages were solemnized, and less- 
than an average number in months in which lets than an average number of 
marriages were solemnized. 
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VITAL STATISTICS OP MICHIGAN, 1881. 



The number of births and deaths that were returned to the State Depart- 
ment, as having occurred out of Michigan, mtiy bo seen in Exhibit E. The 
births, as compared with those of 1880, are less by 111, \Thile the deaths are^ 
more by 57 than those reported in 1880. The hirge majority of these births 
and deaths are undoubtedly from families which moved into the State after 
the births and deaths occurred and were taken by the supervisors in their 
enumeration.

AccordiDg to the retarns made to the State Department by the county clerks, 
the number of children born in the State of Michigan during the year 1881, 
was 34,749. This is 574 less than the number recoiled for 1880, and 413 less 
than the number recorded for 1878. With these two exceptions the number is 
larger than was returned for any of the previous years. This number does not 
represent accurately the births which occurred in the State during the year, 
because of the defective system of registration which admits of many evasions 
and errors. For example, the birth-returns are obtained by the supervisors in 
a house to house visitation, made annually, and many months after the births 
occur; thus the omissions and discrepancies probable from such methods 
hardly need be mentioned. In order to offset this deficiency and obtain as 
nearly as possible the actual number of births, a system of correction has been 
adopted in previous reports, and the same plan has been used in this volume. 
This method of correction will be found fully explained in previous reports.

The number of births added to make up the deficiency in the returns is 
15,051, which is 43.35 per cent, of the number (34,749) actually returned. It 
18 seen then that the number of births returned, excluding those in unknown 
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month, is about 69.76 per cent, of tho whole number of births which probably 
occurred. 

In the tabular exhibit above can be seen what per cent, of births has been 
returned for each of the years 1872-18819 and also what per cent, has been 
added as a correction for omissions. According to this exhibit a little more 
than the average per cent, of births for ten years was returned for the year 
I88I9 and as a consequence a smaller than average per cent, for ten years was 
added as a correction for omissions. 

Between the Census years I87O-I88O9 the estimated annual increase in popu- 
lation was 3.291 per cent., and on this basis the computed population of the 
State in 1881 may be considered as 1,690,809. According to the Census of 
1880, the number of inhabitants from whom no re.turns of births were 
received during the year 1881 was 7,282, now increasing this by 3.291 per 
cent, wo have 7,522; this number subtracted from 1,690,809 gives 1,683,287 
as the estimated population represented by the returns of births. 

On this representation one child was born to every 48 persons of the esti- 
mated population, and the birth-rate for 1881 was 20.83 for every thousand of 
the inhabitants, still-births being included. When the births are corrected for 
omissions in the enumeration there was one child born to every 34 persons, and 
the birth-rate was 29.41 to every thousand of the population.

most noteworthy feature of the table is the increased number of births in the 
last two quarters of the year. When the births are corrected for omissions 
they seem to be more evenly distributed by quarters of the year^ as is seen in 
the lower part of the table.

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Table V. famishes important data concernins: the birth-rate and the pro- 
portion of the sexes among the different races of people. This table would be 
more valuable if the statistics concerning the population were more complete. 
As it is, we are unable to give the population, represented by the returns of 
births, by males and females of each color. No distinction is made between 
the Black and the Mulatto in the Census, and for this reason they should be 
studied together. It appears from ^'Per Gent, of Children Born to Inhabit- 
ants," that the birth-rate was a little greater than the average for all races 
among the Whites, and less than the average among the Indians and Black 
and Mulatto. The proportion of males for the year 1881 was greatest among 
the African race^ and the proportion of female children was greatest among 
the Mulatto when studied separately, but when studied^ with the Black the 
proportion of females is smaller than among the White or Indian races. 

In Table VI. can be studied the birth-rate in the different counties of the 
State, based upon the births in 1881 and the population in 1880, according to 
the XJ. S. Census for that year. As in previous reports, four propositions are 
made concerning the influence of the increase or decrease of the birth-rate 
upon the sex of the children born, which are as follows : 1, greater than aver- 
age birth-rate, more than average proportion of males; 2, greater than average 
birth-rate, less than average proportion of males ; 3, less than average birth- 
rate, less than average proportion of males; 4, less than average birth-rate, 
more than average proportion of males. In two counties there is no statement, 
but of the 77 remaining counties, the first proposition is true of 15 counties, 
the second is true of 23 counties, the third is true of 19 counties, and the 
fourth is true of 20 counties. The supposition that a greater than average 
birth-rate is attended with less than an average proportion of male children, 
and vice versa is true for 43 out of 77 counties in 1881. The opposite suppo- 
sition, therefore, is true of the remaining 34 counties. 

Table VI. also shows, by counties, the number of children born among the 
White, Black, Mulatto, and Indian races. The number returned as unknown 
color was 64, the majority of which were returned from the counties of Eaton 
and Kent.

There were 372 cases of plurality births in Michigan during the year 1881 ; 
this was 14: more than was recorded in 1880. In 124 cases both children were 
males; in 112 cases both were females; and in 136 cases there was one child 
of each sex, making 384 male and 360 female children, with a grand total of 
744. In Table IX. the number of twin children are arranged in order, those 
months being placed first in which occurred tlie greatest number of twin 
births. The month of July heads the list with the largest number, while the 
month of August is at the foot with the smallest number. In 1881 there was 
an excess of males among the twin children, there being 107 males to 100 
females. The proportion of plural births does not vary much from year to 
year, there being about one plural birth to every one hundred single births.

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Statistics in regard to the nativity of the parents of twins may be studied in 
Table X. From this table it will be seen that of the 372 pairs of twins in 
1881, 173, or 46.51 per cent, of all were born of purely native parents. Turn- 
ing baciv to Table VII. it will be seen that the proportion of native-born par- 
ents is greater for twins than for all children born, and the same is true of 
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foreio;n-born parents. The difference, however, is much greater for foreign- 
born than for native-born parents, which would seem to indicate that there is 
a larger twin birth-rate among the foreign-born parents than among the native. 
This fact is also proved by the evidence of former years, and again by com- 
paring the lines **One or Both Native," and "One or Both Foreign," in tables 
VII. and X. for 1881.

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Exhibit 5 shows, by nativity and color, the per cent, of mothers who bore 
twins to all mothers. It will be observed that the per cent, is much larger 
among the foreign-born than among any other nativity or in mothers of all 
nativities. The per cent, among the black mothers is greater than among any 
other color.

There were six hundred and ninety-one (691) still-born children reported for 
the year I88I5 — a smaller number than has been returned for any year since 
187G. 378 were males, 270 were females, and of 43 the sex was not reported. 
The per cent, of still-births to living births in 1881 was 1.99^ or one still-born 
to every 49 born alive. 

According to the evidence in Exhibit 7 a larger proportion of the still-births 
is born from foreign-born mothers than from native-born mothers. 

The proportion of still-births among the white is much smaller than among 
those of the black and mulatto.

ILLEGITIMATE CHILDREN. 1881. 

The number of illogitiniate children returned as having been born in Michigan 
during the year 1881, is 382. This is smaller by 43 than the number returned 
for 1880. The average annual number for the ten years 1872-1881, is 283, 
while the averaixe for the thirteen years 1868-1880, is 233. The year 1880 
showed the largest number of previous years, but the year 1881 is not far 
behind in point of numbers; the increase in the two years being quite import- 
ant. The average per cent, of illegitimate children to all children born for 
the period of ten years 1872-1881, is .84, while the per cent, for 1881 is 1.10, 
or one illegitimate birth to every 90 born in wedlock. 

Exhibit 9 contains data concerning the nativity and color of mothers of ille- 
gitimates. It is important to remember in this connection that the facts in 
regard to these births are very incomplete, it being in the nature of things very 
hard to get them. The largest per cent, of mothers of illegitimates to all 
mothers appears for the Black, and the smallest for the White. The propor- 
tion of the se.xes among these children for the year 1881 was about equally 
divided, there being 99 males to 100 females. 

Table XVII. contains some important evidence on this subject. It is seen 
ihat the birth-rate of illegitimates to population is largest among the Black 
and Mulatto, and smallest among the White.

MAKKIAGES, 1881 



The whole number of marriages whoso returns were received at the State 
Department in 1881 was 14,847. In 1880 the number was 14,660. The mar- 
riage-rate in 1880^ the number of marriages to every thousand of the popula- 
tion, was 8.62, or one marriage to every IIG persons in the State. The 
estimated population of the State for the year 1881 is 1,690,809; now leaving 
out the population of Isle Royal county, from which no returns of marriages 
were received for 1881, we have 1,090,752 as the estimated inhabitants of the 
State represented by the returns of marriages. lu 1881, therefore, there was 
one marriage to every 114 persons in the State, and the number of marriages 
to every thousand of the population was 8.77. It is not probable that the 
i*eturns of marriages for 1881 are complete; but the error in this respect is 
hardly greater in this year than in the previous years. Judging from the past, 
the returns for subsequent years will doubtless increase the number solemnized 
in 1881 by more than a thousand marriages. 

The total number of marriages, and the average number for each of certain 
specified periods of time are as follows : 

Total number of marriages 14,847.00 

Average number per quarter 3,711.76 

Average, number per month 1,237.25 

Average number per week 285.52 

Average number per day 40.68 

As usual, the largest number of marriages occurred in the latter half of the 
year 1S81; the largest number in any one quarter being 4,471 in the fourth 
quarter; the smallest quarterly total being 3,368 in the second quarter. The 
marriages in Table I. are corrected for additional returns up to May 11, 1883, 
that being the time of making the compilation for 1881.

Tables IV. and V. contain some important data in regard to the nnmber of 
marriages among the different races in Michigan. It will be seen that over 98 
per cent, of all persons returned as having been married in Michigan in 1881 
were white persons. The greatest marriage-rate is also among the Whites and 
the smallest among the Indians. 

Table V. shows the facts concerning the color of persons married in 1881 
in each of the counties of the State.

KATIYITY OF PEBSOKS HABBIED. 

Some imporfcanfc items of interest concerning the nativity of the persons mar- 
ried in this State in 1881 will be found in Exhibit 1 and Table VI. 

Exhibit 1 shows that 68.12 per cent, of the males, and 72.30 per cent, of 
the females married in 1881 were native-born ; also that 30.96 per cent, of the 
males and 26.20 per cent, of the females were foreign-born. This is a smaller 
proportion of the native-born for both males and females, and a larger propor- 
tion of foreign-born for both males and females than in 1880.

Table VI. shows the marriage-rate among the native and foreign-born in- 
habitants of Michigan for the year 1881. It will be seen that the marriage- 
rate is much greater among the foreign-born than among the native. It should 
be remembered^ however, that this showing is based upon the number of mar- 
riages in 1881 and the number of inhabitants in 1880 ; and also that the state- 
ment includes persons at all ages« when it is a well-known fact that there are 
more children under the marriageable age among the native-born than among * 
the foreign-born. 

The number of marriages in which both parties were born in the United 
States was 8,804, or 59.30 per cent, of all ; this is a smaller proportion of this 
class than in 1880. The number of marriages in which both parties were for- 
eign-born was 2,672, or 18 per cent, of all; this is a larger proportion than 
in 1880.

It is seen that the 
average age of the native-born is a little less than the average age for all nativ- 
ities, while the average age of the foreign-born is a little more than the average 
ag^ for all nativities. The average age of the males is about five years greater 
than the average age of the females.

The largest proportion of botk 
males and females in 1881 was for those at the ages of 21 to 25 years. It also 
4ihows that 66.52 per cent, of the males who were married in Michigan in 1881

irere married between those ages. The proportion of the sexes is nearer equal

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In Table IX. can be aeeo the number of males and females vho were mar- 
ried in Michigan nnder the age of 31 years. In 1881 there were 7,iG5 anch 
persons, of whom 936 were males, and 6,5^9 were females. This is a larger 
nnmber than appears for any preceding year, and is more by 80 than was re- 
tnrned for 1880. There has been, with a few exceptions, a gradnal increase 
from year to year in the nnmber of persons married in Michigan nnder 21 
years of age; 6.30 per cent, of the males, and 43.98 per cent of the femalea 
being thus married in 1881. 

This table also shows the number of males and females who were returned 
as having been married under the legal age. There were 13 males, and 161 
females who were thus illegally joined in matrimony in 1881. Attention is 
called to one case in Saginaw county where the bride was returned as only 13 
years of age, the groom being Z'i years old. This marriage was solemnized in 
East Saginaw, by John McEldowney, minister of the gospel. The penalty for 
solemnizing such marriages is a Que of five hundred dollars, and of spendins 
a year in the county jail,

Table X. shoirs the nnmber of males at each period of age vho married 
females at each of the periods of afi;e: The ages of the males are placed ia 
the first colamn, and the ages of the females across the top of the table. The 
table maybe read as follows: The column next to the last shows that 843 
males, who were tnnrried under SO years of age, married 361 females aged 
under 30 years, 12 aged 30 to i!6 years, 6 aged 25 to 80 years, 1 aged 80 to 86 
Tears, and 3 whose ages were not retnrned ; in like manner the other nnmhera 
in this column may be read. The 4,850 females, married under 20 years of 
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age, as seen in the line headed "Total Females," married malea as follova: 
S61 married males noder 20 yeare of age, 2,856 married males 20 to 26 years 
of age, 1,404 married males 25 to 30 years of age, etc. The last column and 
tho bottom line of the table show the proportioa of males and females married 
at each period of age. The largest propoitioa for both malea and females 
appears for tboeo aged 30 to S6 years.

Some of the most remarkable marriages of the year were as follows : In Caas 
oonoty, a man of 70 was married to a woman of 32, and in Qenesce conuty a 
man of 35 was married to a woman of 66. Some of the females who were 
married daring the year were decidedly old, and some of the males, also, were 
married at qnite advanced ages.

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DEATHS, 1881. 



For the year 1881 the nnmber of deaths retarned to the State Department 
was 19,238, being 3,1*36 more than was returned for any previous year. The 
population, according to the United States Census of 1880, represented by 
the returns of deaths was 1,6'ZI,9'Z1, and the ratio of deaths to populution 
was 11.9 to 1,000. 

Although the number of deaths returned would be greater with an increase 
in the number of inhabitants, it is probable that the registration for the 
year 1881 is nearer correct than any preceding year. 

>rrectod for omissions, the number of deaths occurring in 1881 isestimated 
at ^7,387, and the death-rate IG.O to 1,000 inhabitants. Even this ratio 
bears a suspicion of being somewhat less than the probable true ratio, and 
teaches us that, with our present system of registration, the greatest possible 
value to be derived from the data collected must pertain, not to the study of 
ratio of deaths to population, but to that of causes of deaths to each other, 
of births to deaths, the numbers being sufficiently great to raaice such study 
profitable. Also the relation of deaths, especially where the number returned 
is considerable, to meteorological conditions, to seasons, and to the social 
oircumstances of communities. 

The average numbar of deaths for certain specified periods of time, as 
returned and as corrected for omissions in enumerating, including those ia 
anknowu mouth, is as follows :

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The moDthly mortality and the influence of seasons upon mortality may be 
farther studied in Table II. Of the first quarter of the year, the mortality in 
Michigan was greatest in March ; of the second, in May; of the third, in Sep- 
tember; and of the fourth, in October. 

Table II. also shows when the monthly mortality was greater than the 
average. 

Table III. shows the death-rate of the males as compared with that of the 
females in Michigan. During the year, 115 males died to 100 females. We must 
consider, however, that the male population is somewhat in excess of the female 
in Michigan. Nevertheless, this does not entirely account for the difference 
of mortality between the two sexes. The greatest excess of deaths among the 
males occurred in the month of March, and the least in May.

The method of correcting the returns for omissions has been amply 
explained in preceding reports. Exhibits C and E, contain details of the 
work, and some of the resulting statements.

Certain facta of interest pertaining to the study of this sabject may be fonnd 
in Tables XL and XII. Table XII. permits a stndy of the details respecting 
color of decedents in 1881 in each county of the EJtate.

As shown iu Exhibit 6, the average per cent, of deaths to the whole number 
of deaths, of the native-born popalation, for ten years ending with 1880, was 
799.2 in 1,000. The per cent, of deaths among the native-born in 1881 was 
slightly greater. Table XIII. exhibits details by number and sex for the State 
and counties.

"In statistical researches," sa;s Qnetelet, "onr object is generally to dis- 
cover the causes which irfluence socitil facts." None of these caases are of so 
great importance as those that relate to the inflaence of deaths upon our pop- 
niation. It now remains for us to consider the spcciGcd, or particular, causes 
of deaths classified according to the plan naually adopted. The classes of 
CKDSes which occasioned the greatest number of deaths in 1881 may be com- 
pared in Table XIV. with those of eiicb preceding year from 1877 to 1681 , inclu- 
sire. The average number of deaths for tho ten years, ending with IS80, from 
each of the classes of causes is also here shown. 

Exhibit 7 shows the number of deaths in each month of the yearlSSl from 
all causes and from each cJuss of causes. 

CAUSES OF DEATH, DR. FARB'S CLASSIFICATION. 

The per cent, of deaths from zymotic diseases was much greater in 1881 
than in any preceding year, being 35JI, while the aversge for ten years was 
only 27.30. The per cent, of deaths from local diseases occurred next in order, 
but was somewhat less than the average. The per cents of deaths from con- 
stitutional and developmental diseases, and from violent deaths, were less 
than the average for ten years.

For the conveiiionce of studying what relation each class of causes of deaths 
had to each of the eleven geographical divisions of the State, reference may 
be made to Table XV.

The least per cent, of all deaths, in 1881, to population, occurred in the 
South-western division; the greatest per cent, occurred in the Northern-Central. 
The counties which are included in each division may be seen in Exhibit J.

The fiffceen principal cauFCS of death ih 1881, according to the returns, are 
arranged in order in Table XVIIL, enabling us to study their numerical rela- 
tions. Exhibit T presents a similar classification for each of tlie vears 
1876-1881. 

Although diseases of the lungs caused a greater number of deaths than 
diseases pertaining to any other organ of the body in 1881, when we consider 
consumption alone it is for the first time, second in the list of the fifteen prin- 
cipal causes of deaths. Diphtheria, in 1881, heads the list. The fact of the 
very great prevalence of diphtheria in 1881 explains the large excess of zymotic 
diseases of the year, as previously mentioned. In 1874, diphtheria numbered 
last in the list, and was not included in the list of the fifteen principal causes 
in 1875. In 1876 it was tenth in the order, being third in 1877, and second the 
succeeding three years 1878, 18'!9, and 1880^

Because of special interest attached to the study of them, ten particnlsr 
causes of deaths are tabulated with reference to sex, months in which the 
deaths occurred, and to periods of a^e. Table XIX. shows the numbers iu rela- 
tion to these particulars; Table XX. the per cent. With the exception of 
cancer, measles^ and whooping-cough, these diseases are especially studied in 
relation to meteorological conditions. 

Oancer.-^The total number of deaths from cancer returned in 1881, was 
310. Of this number, 112 were males, and 198 were females. That greater 
mortality should be among females is due to sexual differences predisposing to 
this condition.

Measles. — The per cent, of deaths from measles in 1881 among females was 
considerably greater than among males. The month in which there was the 
greatest per cent, of deaths from this disease was May, when nearly one- 
foarth of the deaths from this cause occurred. Nearly 65 per cent, of these 
deaths were among children under five years of age. 

Whooping-cough, — The greatest number of deaths from whooping-cough oc- 
curred in October, August and September being next in order. The propor- 
tion of males and females was about equal. No deaths occurred from this 
cause among persons over ten years of age, 96.48 per cent, of the deaths being 
among children under five years of age. 



CAUSBli 01? DEATH,-METEOKOLOQY. 

MEtBOROLOOICJLL CONDITIONS, AND THEIR RELATIONS TO DEATHS. 
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The study of meteorology in connection with the study of Vital Statistics 
has long been considered of great importance. The Registrar General, of 
England, instituted the important consideration of the meteorological condi- 
tions of England, as observed at Greenwich Observatory, in relation to deatha 
in England, as early as 1846. 

J<'or the State of Michigan, the observations made at Lansing were chosen 
to represent the meteorological characteristics of the State, and so far as the 
principal features are concerned, this has proved sufficient. Although the 
instumental records and calculations are not the same for each place, the 
monthly oscillations of the temperature, humidity, and of atmospheric press-^ 
nre at Lansing are uniform with those at other stations.

The annual average temperature for 1831 was 2.20^ higher than the average 
for ten years, and higher than that of any year included in the average. With 
the exception of the years 1873 and 1875, the temperature for January, 1881, 
was lower than in any of the other ten years and considerably lower than the 
average. On the other hand the temperature of December was much higher 
than the average for the month. The temperature for the months of May 
and September was very much higher than the average, and higher than for 
the same month in any of the ten years included in the average.

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Croup, — Daring tho year 378 tleiittia were returned as having occurred from 
croup, 0( this tiumber the largest proportiou occurred in the tnoDthg of 
November, December, January, and February. Eihibit K ahowH the relation 
of certnin meteorological duta to deaths from croup, and is coustrncted with 
regard to propositions given in the foot-notes. This exhibit resembleB, in its 
construotiou and relatioua, that of several succeeding eshibits.

The number 
of deaths from diphtheria occurring in January, February and March, when 
the temperature was comparatively low, compared with the number of deaths 
occurring in October and September, when the temperature was so much above 
the average, does not altogether support a prevailing idea that the disease is a 
cold weather disease.

Cerebrospinal Meningitis. — Tlio number of deaths from tliis and allied 
caQseSt returned in 1881, was 330, the greatest fatality being in the montha of 
May and August, and tlio least in Janunry, Of the cause distinctly denomi- 
nated as cerebro-spinal incningitis, there vere 41 deaths; of spinal meningitis, 
there were 123 ; oE spinal fever, 136 ; of uieningitia, 31 ; and of apotted fever, 9. 
Some uieteorological conditions in connection with this disease may be studied 
in Exhibit 15.

Typhoid Fever. — Deatlis from typhoid fever iti Mtcliigan, in 1881, nambered 
883. Thia number ie uboiit 25 par coiiE. greater than iu any of the procecliofr 
sevsn ye&ve, tlio nest largest iiumbGr being in ]874, when there were 611 
deaths retunied. The greatest per cent. oC deaths from this cause in 1881 
occarred in the month of September, and the least in May. Goincident me- 
teorological conditions are presented in Exbibic X.

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Diarrhea, — Id 1881 there were 501 deaths from diarrhea returned as having 
occarred in Michigan. Not a single death from this cause was reported for 
the month of January, while 157 were recorded for the month of August. 
This is the largest number returned for this month in any year from 1873-1881 
Exhibits 16 and 21 and Table XXI. present many interesting facts in regard 
to this cause of death. 

Dysentery. — In 1881, there were 270 deaths returned from dysentery in this 
State. Table XXI. shows the geographical distribution in this State of deaths 
from diarrhea, dysentery, and typhoid fever.

SoarUt Fever. — Three liaadred and eighty-two deaths vere I'staroed as hav- 
ing occarred in Michigan in 1881 from scarlet fever. With the exception of 
1880, this iB a nninber Iceb than b»8 been reported in eight years. According 
to the retarns, the greatest mortality from this ctmse vhs in the month of 
Hay, and the least was in the inouth of November. The mortality was quite 
evenly distributed through most of the months.

Consumption. — One thousand nine hundred and fifty-four deaths were caused 
by consumption in Michigan in 188 L. Considering the ratio of mules to 
females in the State, the mortality from this disease was considerably greater 
among the females. The greatest number of deaths occurred in May; the 
least number in January. The number of deaths from this disease in each 
of the years 1874-1880, is as follows: in 1874, 1,392 deaths; in 1875, 1,419; 
in 1876, 1,590; in 1877, 1,664; in 1878, 1,041; in 1879, 1,680; and in 1880, 
1,829. The number of deaths from this cause in 1881 exceeds the largest 
number in any of those years by 125.

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OCCUPATIONS. 

The relation of deaths to occupatious in Michigan cannot be traced with the 
most satisfactory degree of accuracy. The cause of this is the fact that indi- 
yiduals in this country seldom^ continue atone occupation any considerable 
time. In Europe the subject is much better studied, generations often re- 
maining at a particular occupation. 

Table XXIX., however, shows some interesting facts. Among the classes, 
cultivators of the earth are returned as having the greatest average duration 
of life.
